Direct Hit 


At 10 o'clock he found himself + 
thrown out of hig bunk and on the 
floor, An enemy raider had drop- 
ped a bomb just outside his cabin. 
Realising that he had to get to his 
machine-gun at the poop, he grab- 
bed a dressire gown and a life- 
belt and made for his “station,” 


In the smoke room he found 
bullets spluttering all over the 
place, They crashed through the 
giass roof and he was hit. Per- 
haps this litte delay saved his 
lite for in the next moment the 
poon received a direct hit. By 
10.30 a.m. all the passengers and 
crew were off the ship. 


No Drinking Water 


Mr. Bulloch and party were 
adrift for 36 hours in an open bot 
whose oars and bailers had been 
washed away. The sea was very 
rough and they were drifting 
helpiessly until a Sunderland fiy- 
ing boat sighted them and they 
were later picked up by a Cor- 
vette. 

There was no drinking water in 
the boat as the water casks had 
been pierced by machine-gun 
bullets. The only’ food consisted . 
of fraements of bully beef, 

When picked up Mr. Bulloch 
and other members of his party 
were “frozen stiff.’ They were 
given a big bowl of rum by the 
crew of the Corvette. Mr. Bulloch 
later spent ten days in ‘a hospital.

An enemy raider had drop- 
ped a bomb just outside his cabin, 
Realising that he had to get to his 
machine-gun at the poop, he grab- 
bed a dressine gown and a fife- 
belt and made for his “station.” 


In the smoke room he found 
bullets spluttering all over the 
place. They crashed through the 
glass roof and he was hit. Per- 
haps this little delay saved his 
lite for in the next moment the 
poeo received a direct hit. By 
10.30 a.m. all the passengers and 
crew were off the ship.

Mr. Bujloch and’ party were 
adrift for 36 hours in an open boat 
whose oars and bailers had been 
washed away. e sea was very 
rough and they were drifting 
help’essly until a Sunderland fly - 
ing boat sighted them and they 
were later picked up by. a Cor- 
vette.

DAY WAS NO MORE 
USUAL, 


INFORMATIVE THAN 


SPEAKING SIMPLY OF BITTER. 
FIGHTING ALONG THE ENTIRE FRONT. 


‘The German communique indulged in 
some extravagant claims regarding prisoners 
captured, divisions destroyed and war mater- 
ial put out of action south of Lake Hmen. 

Most significant feature of the German 


claim is the fact that the successes have, ac- 
cording to the German High Command, taken 


place over the period o 


This does not suggest there has 
been a major battle with a deci- 
sive result. 

It rather looks as though, in the 
absence of a big concrete success, 
the Germans have added up_ their 
alleged loca) results, multiplied 
the whole by “x” and blazoned 
forth a shout of victory in order 
to keep up. the morale of their 
own people and prepare them at 
the same time for news of consi- 
derable German losses. 

Assuredly success cannot be 
achieved without sacrifices 
against such stubborn fighters 
as the Rustlans admittedly are. 
Therefore, despite the identi- 

fication by number of a number 
of Russian armies alleged to have 
been smashed. the whole teMor of 
the German communique is) un- 
convincing. 


Wiore Stabilised 


There is no news from either 
side regarding the fighting in the 
central zone but in the south the 
Germans claim to be advancing 
eastward on a8 broad front across 
the Dnieper River. 

This probably refere to the 
capture of Kremenchug, which 
* the Russians admitted on Mon- 
day and where the gituation 
seems subsequently to have be- 
comet more or Ites stabilised, 

Best criterion of the situation is 
the fact that neither Leningrad, 
Kiev or Odessa seem to be unduly 
concerned about the situation.— 
Reuter.

Taking charge of a party of six 
volunteers, he found that several 
eople were imprisoned in a cel- 
lar filled with gas. A small hole 
was made’ and Section Cmdr. In- 
wood was lowered into the cavity. 
He managed to rescue two men, 
and although nearly exhausted 
entered the cavity a third time 
and was overcome by the fumes. 
He ‘was dragged out by one of 
his comrades, but it was impos- 
sible to revive him. 


Medal has been 
awarded to Capt. (temp.

A letter written to the Traffic
